HARTMAN MAKES TUE ATTACK 


•Chaniller Favors Maintaining the 


Independence of Cuba Even 


if War Results. 


WASHINGTON-, March 5.—The house to 


day wrangled ahout four hours over the 
salaries of United States marshals anc 
tiie other features of the amendment to 
the legislative appropriation 
bill to 


almlish the fee ayatem in caaea of the 
United States attorneys and marshals. 
Interest in the debate, however, was 
completely overshadowed by a sensa- 
tional 
attack made upon President 


Cleveland by Mr1 Hartman, Republican 
of Montana, who folt hiiupeli personally 
aggrieved by Mr. Cleveland's utterance 
at the Preabyterianlfome Mission meet- 
ing in New York on Tuesday, and who 
Beized the opportunity allowed by the 
latitudo of debate on appropriation billa 
to repol the idea that the western elates 
were the borne ol evil influences. 
Mr. 


Hartuian sent to the clerk's deaf? and 
had read tho following extract From 
Mr. Cleveland's address: 


"The toleration of evils and iudiffer- 


ence to Christianizing and elevating in- 
pueneea in the etatea in the nest, which, 
if unchecked, deyelopes into badly reg- 
ulated municipalities, corrupt and un- 
safe territories and undesirable states." 


"Whatever may bo my individual 


opinion of the President," said Mr. 
Hartman, "matters not. It would not 
be proper for me to state it here. For 
the high office of the President of the 
United Stales I have eupreme regard, j 
The legitimate functions of that office 
are liable to those enumerated in our 
constitution. Under the constitution 
and laws I deny the right of the chieJ 
•executive to wilfully and wantonly, in 
public address or otherwise, inaalt any 
of the citizens of any state of the re- 
public over whom he has been called to 
preside. I deny the constitutional au- 


I yield the balance of my time to tbe 
gentleman from Mor**ana." 


"It is also true," coc*inued Hartman, 


resuming, "that the patriotism of these 
'corrupt aud uueafe territories and un- 
desirable states' has never yet been able 
to rise to that lofty plane of supreme 
wisdom and virtue which enables those 
who claim to occupy it. to justify the sale 
of thirty yea. governumat bonds of a 
year ago for $ 104 when that very day 
ten year bonds were selling to$10U. On 
behalf of tbe citizens of the states and 
territories thus slandered and maligned 
by the chief executive, I here and now 
repel the insult and respectfully suggest 
that the greatest need of thia country for 
tha work of the missionary, the school- 
mapter and the statesman will be found 
at the White House." [Laughter and 
applause], 


This closed the incident. 
The speaker appointed aa conferees on 


ihe Cuban resolutions Messrs. Hitt of 
Illinois, Adams of Pennsylvania, liepub- 
icans, and McCreary of Kentucky, 
Democrat.

When tbe President mt.de the foregoing 
remarks ho know there waa pending in 
congress bills for the admission of cer- 
tain territories into tbe union of states. 
He had been advised that a majority of 
the citizens of those territories were an- 
tagonistic to hid financial and economic 
views, and under the cloak ofaeunpoaed 
religious address, before a religions or- 
ganization, and with gross impropriety, 
and for the purpose of preventing the 
achievement of the rights of state- 
hood to which they aspire and are en- 
-titled, he gave utterance as chief execu- 
tive, to this unfounded slander againat 
those citizen a aud states of tbe republic, 
whose interests he is aworn to protect, 
and uphold." 


Mr. Powers, Republican of Vermont, 


jumped to hia feet and called Mr. Hart- 
man to order. "If there ia nobody on 
thia floor," eaid he, addressing the 
Democratic side, "who is related to the 
President by ties of affinity, o£ con- 
sanguinity, aocial or political 
" 


"State your point," demanded Mr. 


Hartman, interrupting him. 


"The point of order, Air. Chairman,'1 


continued Mr. Powers, "ia tbat it is not 
permissable here to reflect upon a 
branch of .the government." 


"I am not reflecting upon the Presi- 


dent," said Mr. Hartman, "I am reflect- 
ing upon the sentiments waich the 
President utters, and I have a right to 
-do so." 


Mr.-Hepburn, Republican of Iowa, 


who was in the chair, said that he did 


• not feel called upon to say whether the 


remarks came within tbe rule, whsre- 
upou.Mr. Milea, Democrat of Maryland, 
came to the support of tho President, 
but he was promptly overruled, where- 
upon he appealed from ihe decision of 
the chair, adding that Mr. Hartman bad 
taken a liberty which had never been 
countenanced in the American congress 
before. Tbe chair, however, was sus- 
tained, and Mr. Hartmau proceeded. 


"The per centage of crime in those 


states and territories will not exceed 
that found in the state of New York, 
•where the President seems to think all 
virtue resides. Per capita of wealth of 
the citizens of our atate exceeds that of 
any state in the union, save one. Our 
•educational facilities are equal to those 
of any section of the union, and if some 
of the patriotism of the people of the 
west had been possessed by the Presi- 
dent and his friends, the citizens of this 
republic would not have been called 
upon to witness the national humilia- 
tion of hauling down tho American flag 
at Honolulu, of begging the bankers of 
Wall Street and Great .Britain to aave us 
from financial ruin, and, under the he- 
beats of the powers behind the throne, 
of denying to the oppressed citizens of 
Cuba the recognition which the dictates 
of humanity and common right demand. 
[Applause.! 


"It ia true we do not get our patriot- 


ism from Wall Street, where the Presi- 
dent gets bis. [Laughter], 


"It is true none of our citizens havo 


possessed that particular style of patri- 
otism which would enable them to save 
by thrift and strict economy five times 
as much aa their entire income amounts 
to, and it, is alao true that the patriotism 
of these corrupt and unsafe territories 
and undesirable states have never yet 
been able to -rise to that loity plane of 
supreme wisdom and virtue," 


At this point Mr. Hartman'e five min- 


utes espired and Mr. Groavenor, Re- 
publican of Ohio, undertook to help him 
out by the parliamentary exj edient ot 
eecurinp recognition and yielding hie 
timo back to Hartraan.

very important fact. When we get on 
our feet in a deep religions frame of 
mind it is a new field; then ne are 
ploughing in virgin soil aa it were."

were made. Mr. Sherman concluded to 
let the matter go over until Monday, 
the aenate having agreed to adjourn un- 
til then, and he gavo notice that he 
would call- up the report during tbe 
morning hour, lasting from 12 until 2.

Never Sustained Any Improper JKela- 


tions With Jfra.

SAM FnAycisco, March 5.—Rev. C. 0. 


llrown waa on thw witness aUud in his 


. defeuae this afternoon before the 


Dongregationui council. He prefaced 
iis testimony by scoring the newspapers 
on the ground tbat an effort had been 
made to prejudice the

againat him. .He charged that tbe re- 
portcra at the council had suppressed all 
testimony favorable to him and had mis- 
quoted hia utterances to the council.

Dr. Brown then hesan his testimony, 


fie stated that he waa born in Michigan 
brty-aeven years ago, and learned the 
trade of a blacksmith.

ROME, March 4.—The kingdom of 


Italy is today in a condition ol great er- 
citement, grief and anger at the disaster 
to the Italian army in Abyssinia. It is 
now believed that 5000 Italian soldiers 
were killed yesterday by the Abysaini- 


ne. 
Demonstrations against the govern- 


ment and even against the King are now 
>eiui> made in almost every town in 
taly. 
Premier Criapi has resigned, but the 


King haa refused to accept his resigna- 
tion. 


At noon today it wa*i announced that 


General Baratieri haa been recalled and 
would be immediately courtrnurtialed. 


The Socialists demand tbat both Bara- 


tieri and the minister ol war ba shot aa 
examples. Twenty-eight battalions and 
fourteen batteries have been ordered to 
Abyssinia as reinforcements. 


It ia said that the government was 


aware on Tuesday of the full extent of 
the defeat inflicted upon the Italians, 
but it waa judged to be dangerous to 
allow tbe startling information to reach 
the public suddenly and so firat the re- 
port of the defeat was permitted to leak 
out, then the war officials allowed to tie 
"rumored" that 500 were killed; after 
;hia came tho report that 3000 eoldiera 
lad fallen and it is now "admitted" 
that 5000 Italian troops were slain, in 
addition to severe loss among the native 
,roop3 serving under tho flag of Italy. 
Jnder these circumstances it is not as- 
tonishing 
that the wildest kind of 


rumors are in circulation, and that in 
aomo of the clubs the. number of killed 
and wounded ia placed at 10,000. Ex- 
aggerated aa these figures may turn out 
to be, they show the state of the public 
miud here. 


All fetes have been indefinitely post- 


loned, masses for tbe repose, of the 
lonls of the dead have been celebrated 
hia 'morning in every. Catholic church 
n this city, and crowds of weepiug 
pomen and sorrowing men were in at-

The police and cuirapsiprs were finally 


obliged to take a hand, aa the volume of 
thepuhhc wrath was as.-uuimg danger- 
ous proportions, aud the paraders were 
at taet dispersed. 
/At Pavia the Domilaticm turned out en 
macee to protest anaiiiBt 'he dispatch of 
further droops w airica. Some of the 
reinforcement designed for the relief of 
the Italian army in Abyssinia were to 
depart /rom that city today. But they 
were taken possession of bodily by the 
rioters, in whose ranks were included 
many women and children. 


The soldiers were forced out of the 


eara in w'lich they had taken their places 
preparatory to departure and the moh 
then tore up the rails along the track 
and made the soldiers promise not to 
leave the town. 


There were many demonstrations at 


other points against pending more Ital- 
ians into Africa. Protests akuilar in 
.kind to that at Pavia against further 
operations in Africa were made at Corno, 
Bergamo, Cremona, Palermo, Lodi, 
Forli, Monzo, Modena, Parma, Verona 
and Cuneo. 


It is said tonight the resignation of 


the ministry will be formally announced 
to parliament tomorrow. After this has 
been done both houses will adjourn and 
await the decision of K.ing Humbert 
upon what action he will take. The 
King has informed SignorCriapi that he 
must have time to consider whether he 
will aecept tbe resignations of the min- 
isters, and be conversed this evening 
with the p esidents of the senate and 
chamber of deputies upon tbe subject.

Rumor That the Entire Italian 


Army Was Wiped Out. 


ROME, Slaruh 4.—-Further details were 


received

FINE HORSES STARVING. 


Bitter Feeling Against HcCarty, 


the Owner. 


MODESTO, March 4.— J. M. Canty, 


owner of tbe pasture in which "White 
Hat" AlcCarty's horses aro dying from 
starvation, was in town thia nEicrnoon. 
He had been waiting at hi 
the publication of tlie eury that Me 
Carty would come at once but he hai_ 
not yet arrived. Canty tiatea that Mc- 
Carty knew the condition of the horses 
lust December and baa frequently been 
reminded since that time. The horafia, 
many of which aro tho finest bred in 
the United States, are still dying. The 


iat rumors which wer^ circulated earlier 
in th# day are confirmed by the later 
reports, and the whole of Italy aeema to 
be in the hands of the aroused populace, 
iudiifnaut at tiie government, which is 
apparently powerless to quell tho out- 
breaks of wrath. 


Popular 'demonstrations of the most 


violent character have occurred through- 
out the Italian peninsula. The most 
serious of theee, as was indicated in the 
earlier dispatches, which it was permit- 
ted to send form here, occurred at 
Milan, where 30,000 persons took part 
in the disorders, amounting to a popular 
uprising. The pilice of that city had 
their hands full to bring the crowds un- 
der control, and were forced to charge 
through the streets witb flxed bayonets 
before they succeeded in dispersing the 
mob. No statement is made of the 
amount of harm done to the iuhabitants 
by this rough usage beyond what was 
reported today, but it ia known a laree 
number of persons were injured more or 
leaa seriously. 


The public gathering were addressed 


by orators who made violent speeches 


It ia almost impossible to describe the 


atfite of circumstances iu Rome this 
evening, and 
no such scenes have 


ever been witnessed since the 
oc- 


cupation of this city by the Italian 
troops. The whole population seems to 
be iu the streets, and tho entire police 
force aa well aa the troops of. the garri- 
aon are on duty. 


Tt ia reported in the cafea that private 


dispatches have been received announc- 
ing seriona rioting at Naples, Florence 
and at Venice. But no continuation of 
these reports can be obtained. The 
government officials are 
maintaining 


the moat strict censorship over all press 
dispatches between Italian points and 
it is with difficulty that news can be 
filed and cent from here except under 
Btrong pressure from, iafluenl 
era. 


Late tonight there was a serious con- 


flict between the police aud a mob 
which seemed beni1 upon making a 
demonstration before tbe palace. The 
national flag waa carried draped with 
crepe and there were criea of "down 
with 
the ministry," "down 
with 


Criapi," "death to Baratieri." 


The government is being urged by 


some of the moat prominent men in, the 
country to give to the press all the newa 
in its possession as it is atill believed 
that the worst has not yet been told and 
that th« war office is in possession of 
facts still more startling than . those 
which have already leaked out. One 
rumor tonight haa it that the entire 
Italian army WBH practically -wiped out 
and that only a battalion orao succeeded 
in reaching Aemaria. 


At tho war office, however, it waa 


stated tbat this ia an exaggeration. The 
truth of the matter aeema to be that 
the ministers aro anxiously awaiting 
the report of General Ualdissera and 
that, in the meanwhile, they are sup- 
pressing the facts which reached them 
previous to his arrival at Massowah. 


But tbe excitement will not diminish 


to any great extent until an 
official 


statement hiia Bet at rest the alarming 
rumors in circulation or definitely es- 
tablished the real facts in the case. 


To those having relatives serving with 


the Italian army in Africa", tho failure of 
the war office to issue an official report 
is little less than torture. 
But no 


amount of pressureaeania strong enough 
to obtain the anxiously awaited news 
from tho minister of war. 


An important meeting at which the 


Marquis Di Rudini presided, took place 
today. All Opposition deputies who 
could attend were present and while it 
was decided to support all the measures 
necessary to sustain the honor of Italy, 
it is understood that the government 
will be subject to the most fierce at- 
tacks and that ita colonial policy will 
come iu for tho strongest condemnation. 


BALDISSERA ASSUJfES COMMAND. 


MAHSOWAH, March 4,—General Bal- 


disBera haa arrived and aaaumed the 
governorship of the colony and tbe 
command of the army. He will arrive 
at the front on Kriday, when he will 
meet General Baratieri and consult with 
him on the situation, 


FIRE IN A TUNNEL. 


W.tsmxnTON, March 2.—Cuba Hbre 


had a field day in the house. Despite 
the war talt from Spain, tbe struggling 
Pfttriots ia Cuba were eulogized aud 
sympathized with in two hours' debate 
and the ruloa were then suspended and 
the resolutions reported by the houee 
foreign affairs committee were adopted 
aa a substitute for those of tbe aeuato by 
an overwhelming majority of 263 to 17. 
An analysis of the vote shows thnt 1S& 
Republicans, 71) Democrats and 5 Popu- 
lists voted for the resolutions, and 'J Re- 
publicans ami S Democrats against 
them. 


The debate which preceded their 


adoption waa animated and breathed a 
spirit of liberty. At times it waa ex- 
ceedingly dramatic, aud especially when 
forebodinca of war were uttered, but 
there was no stemming the strong tide. 


The setting of tlie acene was brilliant. 


The galleries were blacK witb people at- 
tracted by th° prospect of the stirring, 
event. In the reserved gallery were 
many prominent personages. Even the 
diplomatic gallery, whicb ia usually 
empty, was thronged with tbe represen- 
tatives of foreign countries. On the 
floor tbe attendance waa the largest of 
the session. A number of senators came 
over from the other end of the capital to 
watch tlie proceedings. The enthusiasm 
of the members and the spectators ran 
riot several times and tho opponents of 
the resolutions cut but a sorry figure 
when they attempted a counter demon- 
stration. 
Owing to tbe brief 
time 


alloted for debate, members were fortu- 
nate in securing two or three minutes to 
present their yiewa. 


Tbe resolutions adopted are aa fol- 
lows: 


Resolved, By the nouse of representa- 


tives (tbe senate concurring) that in the 
opinion of congress, a state of public 
war exists in Cuba, the parties to which 
are entitled to belligerency rights and 
tho United States should observe a strict 
neutrality between the belligerents. 


Jiesotied, That congress deplores the 


destruction of life and property caused 
by the war now waging in the island, 
and believing that the ouly permanent 
solution of the contest, equally in the 
interest of Spain ,the people of Cuba and 
other nationa, would be in the establish- 
ment of a government by tbe choice of 
the people of Cuba, it is the sense of 
congress that the government oi the 
United States should use ita good' offices 
and friendly influence to that end.

O. lirown 
and the First Congregational churcl 
wtia crowded with people anxiou; 
hear her tell the tale. Continuing her 
story where she left offlast night, Mi~a 
Overman told how, after she had de- 
clined to KO on with tlie blackmailing 
echfcnie, Mrs. Davidson had endeavored 
to keep her from seeing Dr. Brown. On 
one occasion she opened the door lead- 
iui: into Mrs. Davidson's room aud Mrs. 
Davidson, greatly agitated, abut the 
door in her face. Not, however, in time 
to conceal Dr. lirown, who Eat there. 
Mrd. Davidson, she said, increased her 
religious fervor and urged her to read 
her liiblfl more. She prayed long and 
fervently for the welfare of Dr. lirown 
and appeared anxious to glorify him he- 
fora the world. This was afier Mrs. 
Davidson had obtained the $50l) from 
Dr. Brown. Mrs. Davidson was Buccess- 
ful in keeping her away from -.Brown, 
until one day ahe met him accidentally, 
and he asted her if she had ever heard 
of Mra. fruldiu. MissOverman said no, 
and lirown then told her that Mrs. 
Davidson had obtained $100 from him 
in her i.Misa Overman's) imuie. 


Miaa Overman then related bow she 


made Mra. Davidson «o with her to Dr. 
Brown's oflice where tlie plot was ex- 
posed and Rbe denounced Mrs. David- 
son, Ihen she left Mra. Davideon'3 
house aud went to a hotel with Mra. 
-Tunnell. The next Sunday she went to 
church and saw Mra. Davidson teaching 
her .Sunday Ecliool class. Then she E&ya 
that she went to Dr. Blown and de- 
manded that the woman tie exposed.

David- 
eon. A council was held with Mra. 
Brown and the deacons and the arrest 
of Mra.

raisin question. Here is tbe pre-emi- 
nent giU which nature has placed in the 
hands oi this pRop!?, and ior years we 
liavc (littered it away. We fitill are do- 
ing so. l)y nature's unchangeable law 
oar? is a monopoly of the raisin business 
ior the l-nitr-d States, and we have given 
fc-juie hundreds or thousands oi middle- 
men tbe beneut of the monopoly, and 
still are doing EO. If there be anything 
in natural advantages, this should be a 
prosperous people. Instead, our rai?m 
men are eking out a bare existence from 
year to year, and were they to rely on 
raisin? alone even that nare existence 
would bss very problematical to many 
of them. And this condition exists, 
mark you, in reference to a business 
which must forever be handled by com- 
paratively a few men! Could sterner 
comment be made on the iolly of those 
engaged in it? Let us, then, admit thai 
a wise and speedy solution of tbe prob- 
lem is of vital importance to all who ex- 
pect to live here. 


I confers tn sympathy with "Michael 


L." in his opinion that it ia the raisin 
growers rather more' than the packera 
^•ho need organization. I conceive thai 
a very perfect organization of the pack- 
ers might uot materially benefit the 
growers, whereas an organization of the 
growers can but bettor their condition. 
The thing to do is to get the growers to 
unite, if they will. Why, then, waste 
time and effort on side issues? It is the 
growers who must bo reached, and I, 
for one, doubt if we will reach then 
uooaer by sidetracking at the packers' 
warehouse. I compliment the packers 
by feeling that they are quite capable of 
preanizing and looking after their own 
in tercet8. 


If the Hundred Thousand Club and 


the Chamber of Commerce--which 1 
look upon as among the most ihelpfnl 
organizations in the city—will uae their 
influence directly to further an organi- 
zation of tho growers, they can accom- 
plish much, and it would be difficult for 
them to work a greater or more lasting 
benefit to Fresno county and city.

The city Board of Kducatian met in 


regular monthly session last ni^ltt with 
full attendance. 


The contract for laundry work on ilio 


towels at the different school buildiug3 


awarded to 3. I.. Harbison. For 


ift time the table cloths which the 
chers have been ueing for their 


luncbea have been '.aunderod at the es- 
pense of the district. But upon motion 
of Trustee Church this practice was or- 
dered discontinued. "If we are going' 
to wash tbeir {able cloths we mi^ht as 
well pay for the washing of the teachers' 
clothes," esid Mr. Church. 


Monroe 
and Cummings were ap- 


pointed a committee to carry out the 
recommendattona of the Board of Health 
as to disinfecting the outbuilding at the 
scliool houses. The work will be done 
by the janitors. 


"It has been reported to me," said 


Mr. Church at thia juncture, "that there 
ia a lack of co-operation on the part of 
the teachers with the principals of the 
different schools. There eeems to be ia 
tbe minds of some of the teachers a 
want of knowledge of what their duties 
are in this particular. I therefore move 
that the attention of these teachers be 
called to the rulea for the government 
of schools in the state of California, and 
particularly to section 5." 


Mr. Church here read section 5 which 


states tbat a principal is responsible for 
his school and tbat the teachers are 
subordinate and responsible to him; 
that they must co-operate with him in 
the work. The trustees further Etated 
that iu some cases the principal of one 
of the buildings had met with fiat ie- 
fuaai to obey orders. 


Chairman Eden had also heard of 


trouble between a principal and the 
tea6hera; and at Mr. Eden'a Suggestion 
Mr. Church's motion was made to in- 
clude a provision to the effect that the 
law be laid down to the teachers by 
Monday nest. 


The motion was unanimously carried. 


The principals were further instructed 
to report promptly to the board auy dis- 
obedience. 
It is understood that the chief trouble 


is at the Central school where MissC. C. 
Pendergrast is principal. 


Chairman Eden brought up the mat- 


ter of appointing a census marshal. The 
law provides that the selection shall be 
made by the board during the month ol 
March, The censes must be taken be- 
tween April I5th and May let. 


Trustee Monroe wanted to make the 


.selection immediately. 
He did uot 


wish to be subjected to the button-hol- 
ing which school trustees moat always 
endure pending tbe appointment ol ceri' 
sua marshals. 


Chairman Eden wanted to have the 


matter off his hands as quickly as poa- 
Bible. Trustee Gallagher stated that he 
has already had some expeneuce with 
candidates for the position, and he 
wanted to have the matter disposed of 
aa quietly as practicable. 
Trustee 


Church pointed out that every one who 
desires must be given an opportunity to 
make an.'application for the place. 


The matter wag therefore laid over

INTERPRETATION OK THE LAW 


He Thinks That Demurrers 
aud 


Motioiis Should Kot be 


Charged For. 


From Wednesday's PstHy. 


An interesting euit has been prepared 


ior filing in the superiour court by 
(Jeorge B. Graham. U is to bring about 
.1 judicial interpretation of that part of 
the fee bill, passed by the last legisla- 
ture, which relates to the county clerk's 
office. 


The law in question reads as follows: 


;'0n placing any action, excepting a pro- 
bate proceeding or default of a case, on 
the calendar for trial or hearing, a fee 
of $2 shall bo paid by the party at whose 
request such action or proceeding ia 
BO placed." 


The point of contention 13 whether 


the county clerk has a right to collect 
this fee for every demurrer and motion 
entered on the record. By the advice of 
District Attorney Snow, Clerk Hart has 
insisted on the fee before entering de- 
murrere and motions. It should .be 
stated that these iues go into the county 
treasury. 


Judge Graham'a suit asks tbe court to 


order the clerk to place motions and de 
murrera upon record without the pay- 
ment of fees. 


Judge Graham was eeen yesterday by 


a KEPL'BLICAX reporter in regard to the 
case. He stated that in his opinion the 
clern has the right to collect the fee 
only when a case is put on the calendar 
for regular trial. "1 do not construe 
the law," said Judge Graham, "to give 
the clerk the right to collect a fee for 
every demurrer and motion made in thi 
preliminaries of a suit." 


He contends that when the law says 


"trial or hearing," it means the regu- 
lar trial of a case. The Judge makes 
the test case of the suit of Mra. Sarah 
Foulke against H. G. DeWitt. 


County Cletk Hart was also seen, and 


stated that as far as he is personally 
concerned he would like to see Judge 
Graham's 
questions 
sustained. 
II 


would eave him much annoyance from 
attorneys who object to paying the fees. 
But the clerk has to follow the advice ol 
the District Attorney, who hulds that 
the fee must hs paid for every demurrer 
and motion. 


The clerk had the District Attorney's 


opinion within very easy reach, and he 
showed anch familiarity in grabbing for 
it when the reporter calied that it was 
evident he had performed the operation 
many times before. He had evidently 
uaed it as a weapon of defense against 
determined attorneys. 
• The dispute lies in the words, "trial 
or hearing," aa they occur in the law. 
Judge Graham contends that thia means 
tbe regular trial of a case. But the dis- 
trict, attorney points oui that the su- 
preme court has ruled a number ol 
times on the definition of the word 
"trial," and it baa held that "whenever 
a court hears and determines the rights 
of tbe parties it may be considered a 
trial." 


In demurrers and motions "the rights 


of the parties are heard," says the dis- 
trict attorney in hie opinion on file and, 
therefore, the' hearing ot them by a 
court constitutes a "trial." Therefore, 
when demurrers and motions are en- 
tered of record for "trial" fees must be 
collected by the county clerk in accord- 
ance with that part of the fee law which 
relates to his office. 


Judge Graharnla euit will be beard by 


Judge Carter on Monday next, 


Tbe case will be watched aa a matter 


of state interest. Afoat of the counties 
have taken the same course as advised 
by District Attorney Snow. In a suit 
which is in any way complicated and in 
which numerous demurrers and motione 
are made, aa in often the case, the fee oi 
$2 for each amounts to'a considerable 
eum before the case is finished. Judge 
Graham has taken the step which many 
attorneys have wished taken since the 
enforcement of the new law.

Plans for Selling Raisins 


Discussed. 


INTELLIGENT ACTION SJWKSSAttY 


The Hundred Thousand Cluh Lia- 


teus to the Proposition 


as Advanced.

The Hundred Thousand club met last 


night and listened to speeches on the 
raisin question by the packera who at- 
tended in a body. Among those pres- 
ent were; Dr. Washer, W, F. Forsey, 
E. «. Chaddock. A. Albrecbt of Fowler, 
G. 15. Noble, WUliaiu Noble, J. H. 
Kelly, Fred Nelson of Fowler, John D, 
Gray, Lee L. Gray, A, Gartenlaub, 
Thomas H. Lynch, W. M. Grlniii, W. 
F. Kowellof Eastonand Mr. Alexander. 


The club dispensed with the regular 


order of business and Invited the pack- 
ers to explain their plans of organiza- 
tion. W. M. Gritlin, who had been 
selected by the packera as spokesman, 
arose and addressed the meeting. 


He began by saying that in only one 


way can a solution of tho raiein question 
be reached—by the co-operation of the 
packers and the growers. The impossi- 
bility of effectively organizing the grow- 
ers has been proven, and another plan 
must be devised, lie read the following 
as the statement from the packers: 


"The packers propose to unite iu a 


corporation to handle the raisins of the 
state, organizing with a capital of $1,- 
000,000, the stock to be taken by the 
members of the several packing firms 
about in proportion to last year's pack, 
each car packed bein£ representative ol 
one share oi stock, aud each stockholder 
providing his proportionate share of 
money needed to make advances aud 
meet other expenses. 


"Tbe object of tbe packers' union is 


to stop competition in selling, to limit 
tho output by securing other channels 
than the raiein market for second crop 
grapes and low grade raisins, and to se- 
cure tbe highest possible price for the 
raieiu product. . 


"The plan contemplates holding rai- 


sins for f.o.b. prices, entirely eliminat- 
ing all consignments. It also contem- 
plates selling through one central agency 
controlled by tbe 
corporation. The. 


prices are to be made subject to tho ap- 
proval of a committee of three repre 
senting the growers' interests to be ap- 
pointed by and from the managers or 
presidents of the several banks in the 
raisin district. 


It contemplates a pooling of all tho 


raisins, based upon the grading from 
the steoimers, which grading shall be 
under the supervision of the corpora- 
tion It also contemplates the pooling 
of the money which the raisins bring, 
each grower to have las proportionate 
sharp of all sales, based upon bis grade, 
quality and the amount of raisins de- 
livered, without reference to whethi 
they are first or Iaet Bold, and the pro- 
portionate sharing of any loss that 
might he sustained by the failure to 
market any portion of the raisins. 


"It contemplates reasonable advances 


to be made to the growers for picking 
purposes, either on the delivery of the 
raisins or in cases of special need, to be 
given in loans on proper security before 
delivery of raisins. 


"The" plan contemplates the securing 


of at least 75 per cent of the output oi 
raisins before it shall be considered op- 
erative." 


"When Mr. GrifSn concluded W. F. 


Kersey, of tbe Producers' company, was 
called upon. He stated that it was the 
first time he had beard the plan ad- 
vanced by tho other packers. 
Ho 


thought more favorably of a corporation 
of growers than of packers. He stated 
that the raisins should he sold through 
one channel, and suggested that a cor- 
poration of the growers be effected to 
control the selling of raisins. 


His plan ia to have a committee se- 


lected by the organizatisn of growers fis 
the prices and do tbe selling. 


W. E. Cbaddock spoke at considerable 


length on the proposition. 
He en- 


dorsed tbe plan of the contemplated 
packers' union. AIL the packers except 
one, 
and except the cooperative associa- 


tions, have signified their willingness to 
enter the union if 75 per cent of tho 
growers will endorse it. He said that if 
something is not done the outlook for 
the ensuing year is very dark. He ar- 
gued that the bankers, who would feel 
the effects of the ruin of the raisin in- 
dustry, will be acceptable persons to 
represent the growers in the disposal of 
the crop. Mr. Chaddocb stated that in 
the event of their organizing the pack- 
ers will have $500,000 and more to back 
them. 


Mr. Forney stated that be represented 


tbe five co-operative packing associa- 
tions in the county and that they are 
willing to join in any feasible plan tn 
brine about a salvation of the business. 


E. F. Bernhard of the club pointed 


out that the co-operative associations' 
plan in regard to disposing of the raisins 
through one channel is about the same 
as the plan of the packers' union. He 
thought they could be harmonized. 


Mr. Alexander of the Loa Palmas as- 


sociation said that the growers would 
not accept the plan advanced by the 
packera. He thought the packers should 
uarantee the growers 2^ cents in the 
sweat box. if 75 per cent of them should 
endorse the plan. 


Others who spoke were Messrs. Al 


hrecht, Dr. Washer, J. H. Kelly, G. B. 
Noble, W. F. Rowell anJ A. Garten- 
laub. 


The Hundred Thousand Club then 


adopted the following resolution: 


"The 
executive committee of tho 


Hundred Thousand Club of Fresno 
county hereby extends the thanks of the 
club to the gentlemen who spoke before 
the committee this evening on the sub- 
ject of marketing tbe coming raiiin 
crop of the state of California. The 
committee congratulates this commu- 
nity on the fact that a unanimity of sen- 
timent exists among tho commission 
packers, co-operative packers and grow- 
ers who were preseut, and addressed 
the meeting on the subject of the de- 
sirability and absolute necessity of 
united action on tbe part of all interest- 
ed in the raisin industry. Tiio club, aa 
yet expresses no opinion on the plans FO 
far proposed, but believes, from the 
opinions expressed by all parties, that 
on further consideration a basis of agree- 
ment can be arrived at which will be a 
satisfactory solution of the raisin ques- 
tion." 


Mr. Forsey agreed to furnish the club 


with his plans in writing, the earns as 
bad been done by the packers, and the 
club desired to invite the bank officers 
of tbe county to give their opinions as to 
the merits of the two plans before tbe 
club next Monday night. 


The growers will also be invited at a 


future date.

It Is Argued Before the Supreme 


Court.

Moultrie on behalf of the city and by 
Colonel K F. Preston on behalf of the 
railroad. 


The contention of Attorney Preston is

CORPUS PROCEEDINGS. 


He Was Arrested on a Telegram 


Which Proved to Be 


Insufficient. 


Night before last Deputy Constable 


Crntcher received a telegram from Te 
hachap! asking him to arrest Sam James 
on yesterday morning's early north- 
bound train. Tbo officer found his man 
aboard and took him to jail. James ia 
well known in this county, having been 
a resident of tbe West Side for several 
years.

Yesterday afternoon, through Attor 


ney George L. Hoou, James broughl 
habeas corpus proceedings in Judge 
Carter's court. The. telegram on which 
he had been arrested read as follows: 


"To Constable:—Arrest Sam James 


on train 20; age 55 or 60; got on at Mo- 
jave; warrant issued. 
C. A. LEE." 


The telPgram was defective as a docu- 


ment on which to arrest iu that it die 
not state the offense charged, as re- 
quired by law. Furtbermore.it was not 
signed 
officially. 
District Attorney 


Snow agreed that the telegram was de- 
fective as a warrant, and Judge Carter 
released James from custody. 


James states that he is unable to tell 


why the warrant for hia arrest was is- 
sued. Leo, who signed the telegram, ie 
a justice of the peace at Tebacha'pi. 
When arrested James waa on his way to 
San Francisco to purchase machinery 
for a mine which he is developing near 
Tehachapi. He says that he had somp 
trouble with a man at the mine a few 
days ago. They came to blows and the 
other fellow was worsted. James thinks 
that thia fellow might have sworn oui 
the warrant. 


James will continue hie journey to 


fean Francisco thia morning unless 
again arrested.

Mra. 
W. E. Ohimiuck who lives at 


107 Abby street, appeared before the 
board, in company with Dr. Jessie Hard, 
and asked permission of the board to 
adopt the baby which was abandoned 
in Captain C. II.Norria' orchard near 
Fowler a few months ago. The child ia 
now at the county orphanage. Mrs. 
Chinnock xas advised to got the consent 
of the board of lady manager of tbe 
orphanage, and if this were done, and if 
no reason were shown for doing other- 
wise, the supervisors would not object 
to Mrs. Ohinnock adopting the babe. 
She ia able to give it a good home, and 
would raise it as her own child. 


Trustee Joseph Spinney appeared be- 


fore the hoard and asked that the county 
coutribute $500 toward repairing the 
Silsby enginejwhich was injured while 
pumping water at the court house fire. 
The repair of the engine will coat $1150. 
Trustee Spinney claimed that the engine 
waa damaged while trying to savecouuty 
property, and he thought the county 
should help pay for ita repair. 


Supervisor Letuher replied that ho 


did nut believe the county owed the city 
one cent, but on tlie contrary the city 
ought to pay the county fully $2500, 
over and above the damage to tbe en- 
gine, and he recited that the : ty au- 
thorities two years ago tore out t county 
bridge near the Barton vineyard on the 
plea that it was in danger of washing 
away and damming the canal and over- 
flowing the city. In addition to this, 
Mr. Letclier said, that county oflicera 
hp.d done valuable service to the city in 
arresting tramps mid other criminals 
and never were paid & cent for it, and 
he thought it was in poor taste for the 
city to want money for the engine which 
was burnt out at the fire. 


Trustee Spinney etill insisted that the 


county was saved many times the price 
of the engine, and ought to pay pome- 
thiug for it. Mr. Letchwr told him that 
the engine was woithless before the fire', 
having heen repeatedly burnt out prior to 
that time, and* that the trustees ought to 
be punished severely for spending the 
taxpayers' money in repairing a piece ol 
worthless machinery. Spinney took 
his departure after expressing the hope 
that the supervisors would consider the 
matter and act in a neighborly spirit. 


Contractor McOann of the court house 


submitted samples of Tennessee marble 
from which top board could select the 
kind suitable for wainsooating the halls 
and court rooms.

Is Au mi lied by Its Own 


Criminality.

The case of Jacob 
Hock?uberry 


against George W, Smith, the Demo- 
cratic candidate for sheriff at the last 
election, was argued before Judge Car- 


yeaterday 
luorninc. 
Attorneys 


Walser und Van Meter spoke for the 
plaintiff, and Welsh and Warlow for 
tbe defendant. At the conclusion of the 
argument the court took the case under 
advisement. 


The defense pleaded tbat Smith and 


Hockenberry had entered into a con- 
tract which was illegal and Criminal; 
that therefore this contract, under 
which Hockenberry had advanced tbe 
money to Smith, was not binding. This 
point of contention on the part of tho 
defense that it was an illegal proceed- 
ing, was the only interesting part of the 
argument. The rest was mostly devoted 
to the exposition of law. 


Van Meter was tho first to address 


the court. He argued that the $'242 
which Hockenberry had turned over to 
Smith was a loan. The testimony of 
tbe plaintiff aud Judge Crichton, who 
acted aa "go^etween," tended to sub- 
stantiate this fact. Crichton had told 
Hockenberry that Smith had a ranch 
free from encumbrance, and waa per- 
fectly "good" for the money; that- 
Smith was so "good" that he (llockeu- 
berry) did not even, need a note. This 
showed conclusively, contended the at- 
torney, that Hocbenberrv wao making a 
loan of the money to Smith, and that 
Crichton so understood it. 


Mr. Van Meter admitted that the 


promise of a deputyship to Hockenberry 
was an illegal proceeding. 
But he 


argued tbat this does not invalidate the 
contract of the loan by the plaintiff to 
the defendant; that the promise of the 
deputyehip was not, according to the 
evidence, a consideration for the loan 
but only au inducement. Therefore, if 
the promise was not a consideration for 
tbe loan, the contract fir it, according to 
tbe law, is not invalidated. Mr. Van 
Meter cited several decisions to sustain 
his points. 


Mr. Welsh then spoke for the defense. 


Said he: "The real consideration for 
making the loan was the appointment 
to tho dopntysbip. It was understood 
that the money was to go info Smith's 
Cght for sheriff. The particular office 
which Hockenberry was to have had 
been picked. Hockenberry was taking 
the same chances with his money aa 
Smith, the nominee, aud iu the event of 
Smith's election, Hocbenberry was to 
have a reward in the shape of a dermty- 
ship. 


"Why should they have had a 'go be- 


tween?1 " asked Mr. Welsh, "if they 
were not entering into an unlawful con- 
tract? Why should they have all these 
secret meetings by night regarding the 
matter?" 


In the contract between Hockenberry 


an Smith an unlawful proceeding had 
been entered into, which, said the at- 
torney, tainted the whole contract, and 
not only a part of it as contended by 
Mr. Van Meter. Mr." Welsh read su- 
preme court decisions in substantiation 
of hia position. In one of them he read 
the decision of a former associate jus- 
tice of the supreme court, who says: 


"Contracts by which parties agreo to 


bestqwtooney and services to pecure tbe 
election of candidates for public office, 
and the candidates, in consideration 
thereof, agree if elected, to share with 
such parties the profits and income of 
tbeiroffices, corrupt and poison the very 
source of political power in republican 
governments." 


The following passage occurred in an- 


other part of the same opinion: "No 
polluted hand shall touch the pure foun- 
tains of justice!" 


Mr. Welsh's main point of argument 


was that bis client, Smith, had eutered 
into au unlawful contract with Hocken- 
berry which therefore was not binding. 


Mr. Warlow followed his colleague in 


a 
brief 
explanation of the applica- 


bility of decisions, cited by Mr. Welsh, 
to the present case. 


Attorney Walser for tbe plaintiff con- 


cluded the argument. 
"The position 


which the defendant has taken in this 
case IB a Btranpe one," said Mr. Walser. 
"In hisdefenseJie pleads the fact that 
he-has committed a crime in making 
that contract with Hockenberry, and 
claims that this should free him from 
the. obligations of that contract.Jl 


The attorney argued that the part of 


the contract relating to tho deputyship 
had not been'consummated. According 
to the evidence, said'Mr. Walser, tbe 
defendant had told Crichton in the back 
room of Juhty's saloon that he (Crich- 
ton) 
could have the naming of a deputy 


if he could put $500 into his (Smith's) 
fight. Crichton afterwards told Hock- 
enberry that he could have the pros- 
pective deputyabip for $500. The plaint- 
iff did not have this much to spare, and 
told Crichton so. There had been no 
consummation of the unlawful agree- 
ment regarding the depntyship. 
"The 


plaintiff's contract with the defendant 
la therefore void, and the plaintiff is en- 
titled to bis money." 


This concluded tbe argument and the 


case was submitted.
